dom of nature, claiming more kindred with 
the very stones t'jan with feathery existence; 
and it is as if a pearl opened and an angel 
sang.—Higginton.

VIVID MENTAL HEPIIESEKTATTVKS.—Sh 


Isaac Newton could call up a spectrum ol 
the sun when lie was iu the dark, by intense 
direction of his mind to the idea of it, "a 
when a man looks earnestly to see a thin 
which is difficult to be seen." 
Dickens 


used lo allege that he sometimes heard the 
characters of his novels actually speak lo 
him ; and a great French novelist declared 
that when lie wrote the description of the 
poisoning of one of bis characters, he had 
the taste of aisenic so distinctly in his mouth 
that he was himself poisoned, had a severe 
attack of indigestion, and vomited nil his 
dinner—a most pregnant proof of the power 
of imagination over sense, because arsenic 
lias scarcely an appiecUblo taste beyond be- 
ing sweetish! Ai lists sometimes have, in 
an intense form, the faculty of such vivid 
mental representation as to become mental 
presentation. 
It was very notable in that 


extraordinary genius, William Blaki', poet 
and painter, who used constantly to see his 
conceptions as actual Images or visions. 
" You have only," he said, " to work up Im- 
agination to the state of vision, and tlie 
thing is done." 
The power is, without 


doubt, consistent with perfect sanity of 
mind, although it may be doubtful whether 
a person who tliouuht it right for himself 
and liis wifa to iruitule the naked innocence 
uf Paradise in the back garden of a Lambeth 
house, as Blake did, was quite sane; but 
too frequent exercise of the power is full of 
peril to the mind's stability. A peison may 
call up images in this way, aud they will 
come, but, he may not be able to dismiss 
them, and they inav haunt him when he 
would gladly he rid of them. 
He is like tlie 


sorcerer who b.is called spiiit from the vasty 
deep, and has fjigolteii the spell by which to 
lay llieui again. 
LJr. Wigau tells of a skill- 


fill painter whom he knew, uho assured 
liiru that lie had once painted 300 portraits 
in one year. Theseciet of his rapidity and 
success was that he required but one bitting, 
and painled with wonderful facility. "When 
a sitter came," he said, I looked at him at- 
:entively for half an hour, sketching from 
time to time on the canvas. 
I wanted no 


more ; I put away my canvas arid took an- 
other sitter. 
When 1 wished to resume my 


5ret portrait, 1 took the man and set him in 
,iie chair, where I saiv him as distinctly as if 
ie had been belore me in his own proper 
person—I may almost say more vividly. 
I 


ooked from time to time at the imaginary 
igure, then woiked with my pencil, then re- 
ferred to the countenance, and so on just as 
[ sliauld have done had the sitlei been there. 
tVhen I looked at the chair, I saw the man. 
* * * Gradually I began to lose the dis- 
.iuction between Ihe imaginary figure and 
the real person, and sometimes disputed 
with sitters that they had been with me the 
lay before. At last 1 was sure of it, and 
then—and 'hen—all is confusion. I sup- 
pose they took the alarm. 1 recollect nothing 
uore. I lost my senses—was 30 years in 
in asylum. The whole period, except the 
ast six months of my confinement, 13 a dead 
blank in my memory," 
Or, if the peison 


does not go out of his mind, lie may be so 
distiessed by tlie pcisisteuce of the appar- 
tion which he has created as to fall into 
melancholy and despair, and even to commit 
uicide. "1 knew," says the same writer, 
'a very intelligent and amiable man, who 
lad the power of thus placing before his own 
eyes himself, and often laughed heartily at 
lis double, who always seemed lo laugU in 
urn. This was long a subject of amusement 
and joke; but tlie ultimate lesult wasUment- 
ible. lie became gradually convinced that 
le was haunted by himself. This otber self 
would argue with him pertinaciously, and, 
.ohisgieat mollification, sometimes lel'ule 
lim, which, as he was very proud ot his logi- 
ul powers, humiliated him exceedingly, 
le was eccentric, but WHS never placed in 
anlinemcnt, or subjected to Ihe slightest re- 
traint. At length, worn oLt by the annoy- 
ance, lie deliberately resolved not to euler 
in another jcar of fxislencc-—paid all his 
Icbts, wrapped up in separate papeis the 
.mount ol tbe weekly demands, waited, \A$- 
ol in hand, the night of the 31st of LVcem- 
j«r, and as Uie o'clock struck Id fired it into 
lis mouth."—The Fortniyhtly Ilmew.

Now, King Wedelia wished to wear 
lie jewel, aud so he sent it to tho villagers 
fttie eastern village where the pandit dwelt, 
nd bade them take out the old decayed 
tring from the interior part of the hole, and 
eplace it with a new string throughout, 
bat the jewel might be hung, as before, 
roin the King's neck. But these villagers 
were not able either to take oitt the old 
lung or to put the ue>v string in its stead. 
10 Mahaushada, knowing their trouble, sent 
or them, and telling them not to concern 
hemselves with the matter, ordered them 
o bring him a little honey, tie then smeared 
ome drops of honey io tbe holes at the two 
rids of the jewel, and having twisted a new 
tring of woolen thread, he dipped the end 
bereof in honey, and pushed it a short dis- 
ance into the hole-of the jewel, and placed 
. in an ant bole, by reason of tbe smell of 
lie uoney, ate up tbe old thread which had 
otted in the jewel, aud taking in' their 
month the end-of-the woolen thread which 


ad been dipped in tbe honey, dragged it 
nderueath aud brought it out at the otber 
ide. When the paudit found that the string 
ad keen passed through the jewel, he gave 
t to tbe villagers and bade them present it 
0 tbe King, and when be heard the device 
y means of which the string had been put 
irough the jewel he was greatly pleased.—

7 (those of Connecticut, Illinois, Kansas, 
New-Yoik, Pennsylvania, Nevada and Wis- 
consin) will be controlled by tbe Kepiibli- 
cnns, and C (those of Florida, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, Louisaua, Missomi aud (South Caro- 
lina) by the Democrats. 


In the present Senate there aic 39 Repub- 


licans, 34 Democrats, and 1 unattached In- 
dependent; Republican majority, 4. In the 
next Senate, Ibe relative strength of the 
two parties will be as follows: Republicans, 
3:1; Democrats, 40; Independent, 1; Demo- 
cratic uinjoiity, 0.

Jacksou brings suit againsl his aunt for 
bieach ol piomiso, laying his damages at 
$30,000.
